THE OBSERVATORY REPORT FOR 


The report of the Dircector-of the Ob- 
servatory for;1890 wrs laid’ on the table of 
the Legislative Council the otherday. The 
following ore a few extracts from: it.:— 

Early lost year His Excellency appointed 
& Comminsion to enquire ittto the working 
of this Observatory. -‘The ¢::mmissioness 
hold aeveral meetings, visited the Observa- 
tory at gry request, and then submitted o 
report, s 

They strongly recommended 1 much 
larger anvuni expenditure aud stated that 
‘the inercused staff that has boon found to 
be essentia} would involve a greater outlay, 
and the annual cost caunot be estimated at 
under thirteen thonsand dollara w year; or 
nearly twice the sum new epent.’ They 
also stated that ‘to render the work. 
ing of the Observatory properly effec. 
tive, there should be threo European 
Assistants at-least, one of whom should 
have pufiicient experience and knowledge 
to permit of his taking: charge «af the 
Observatory, whon necessary ; thore should 
also bo threa Portuguese or Chineso clerks,’ 


Observatory, but that the beueficial out- 


inadsquate aum that hua been allowed to be 
spent yearly, The. annual: cost of upkeep 
of the Ohsorvatury. was originally estimated 
atten thoussnd: dollars, but only seven 
thousand dollars has beon spent. An 
Observatory in ‘eaventially one of those 
Tastitutions on which, {f thoroughly geod 
results are to be obtained, a considerable 
sur of money must be spent.’
